The policy of the Trust 
has been to drive self-respecting actors from the legitimate stage 
and to replace them with recruits from the variety 
theatres. What were the vaudeville houses are turning 
their attention more and more to legitimate productions, 
and in their stock companies are to be found names which a little 
while ago figured large among the attractions of houses which are 
now given up to the Rogers Brothers, McIntyre and Heath in‘‘ The 
Ham Tree,” and similar graduates from the variety stage. Anda 
curious but not illogical sequence is that the audiences also are 
changing places.

The people 
who patronize the Proctor house are evidently more like 
that old-time theatre-going public which expected to have its head or its 
heart interested rather than to be kept up-to-date with the latest thing 
in the way of slang, vulgarity, feminine exposure and rag-time 
melody. 

It is indeed a turn-around that the finest and newest theatres are 
given up to the lowest class of entertainment and to audiences drawn 
mostly from the flashy elements in the community, while Mr. 
Proctor is giving more wholesome and more rational entertainment 
to a far better class of people at a lower price of admission. 

The state of affairs which has existed in American theatricals for a 
considerable time was bound to find some kind of a readjustment. 
The prosperity attending the Proctor and similar enterprises is one 
feature of it, and is an encouraging evidence of the good sense of a 
large part of the American public. We are in atransition period in 
matters of the theatre, and the outlook is not entirely a discouraging 
one. It isa matter of congratulation that there still exists a public 
which will support theatres conducted on a fair and decent basis. 
The only thing needed to bring that public into evidence is to appeal 
to it in a fair and decent way.
